FOR HIS SAYINGS 


SENATOR 
LODGE 
CRITICISES 
SPANISH MINISTER. 


His Interview Published lo the Newt* 
papers Considered a Breach of Diplo­ 
matic Good Taste—Anti-Option Bill 
to Be Reported Adversely—Wash­ 
ington News. 


W ashington, March l l .—As soon as 
the journal had been read in the sen­ 
ate Tuesday Senator Lodge rose to 
a question of personal privilege. He said 
he had read Sunday an interview attrib ­ 
uted to Senor Dupuy de Lome, of Spain. 
In it the m inister called in question the 
accuracy of the statem ent made by him 
(Lodge). The senator sent to the desk 
and had read the m inister’s reference 
to Mr. Lodge’s utterances calling in 
question the translation of a statem ent 
attributed to General W eyler in which 
the latter declared th at he would “ex­ 
term inate” the insurgents. 
The sen­ 
ator said he did not wonder at the ex­ 
trem e sensitiveness 
of 
the 
Spanish 
people, but he did not think this off­ 
ered any crease for the Spanish m in­ 
ister in adopting the course he had. It 
was pretty well established th at the de­ 
bates in the senate and house were 
purely domestic m atters, and it was not 
proper for a representative of a for­ 
eign country to communicate except 
through the state departm ent, 
lf an 
A m erican m inister in Europe discussed 
the political affairs there he would be 
sent home. 
Senator Gray said the course of the 
U nited States should proceed accord­ 
ing to the judgm ent of a self-respecting 
nation, unmoved 
by the emeutes 
at 
V alencia or Madrid, and w ithout be­ 
ing turned aside to discuss a question 
of translation between a senator and a 
m inister. 
There should be some con­ 
cession to the stress of the situation. 
T his was a most vigal tim e for S tain 
an d for the Spanish m inister. 
Senator Teller said the rule was un­ 
varying against a communication ty a 
foreign m inister except 
through 
the 
state departm ent. There should be no 
com m ent by a foreign m inister. 
He 
should not be heard at all, except in 
the regular channels. 
Twice had for­ 
eign m inisters been 
sent 
home 
for 
statem ents of less im portance than this. 
Senator Teller then turned to the con­ 
ditions in Spain. He did not think the 
outbreak of students should give of­ 
fense. 
The Spanish authorities were 
doing all in their power to r-top the 
trouble. There was no probability that 
Spain would dissent 
in an 
offensive 
way to the passage of the pending re so­ 
lutions. Spain knew we had a rig h t to 
recognize the belligerents. Spain would 
naturally show’ some feeling, but she 
would not go to war. 
In conclusion Mr. 
T eller vigorously repeated th at if the 
Spanish m inister repeated this public 
utterance the senator would favor giv­ 
ing him his “walking papers.” 
The 
Am erican people would not tolerate any 
dictation or criticism from foreign lep- 
representatives accredited here. 
Mr. Chandler expressed the opinion 
th a t there was entirely too much at­ 
tem pt at outside interference or ad­ 
vice. 
Mr. Hale then took the floor. 
He 
expressed satisfaction that he had been 
able to obtain from an official source a 
tem perate reply to the inflammatory 
utterances against Spain, which were 
w ithout any official foundation w hat­ 
ever. 
He commended the careful tone 
of the Spanish m inister, who, he said, 
had observed all of the courtesies of the 
hum an language. 
Hr. Hale referred to 
the message sent by the prince of Wales 
to the American people through the 
New 
York 
World. 
Royalty, 
he 
thought, had not abated its dignity by 
th a t act. 
It was sim ply a recognition 
of the now’ universally acknowledged 
fact that all public men went to the 
newspapers, magazines and reviews to 
w rite them selves down in m atters of 
g reat public moment. 
Until the Span­ 
ish m inister, he concluded, by false crit­ 
icism overstepped the bounds of pro 
priety he did not think he should be 
subjected to censure or reproach. 
D uring the debate Mr. Hoar 
urged 
th at no facts on the Cuban question had 
been presented to the senate. The let­ 
ters transm itted by the president had 
never been read in the senate.

Kas., and Chicago and Council Bluffs, 
Iowa. The latter item s went down be 
fore points of order. 
Mr. Miller (rep., 
Kas.) appealed from the decision of the 
chair, but the chair tvas sustained, 110 
to 25. 
The appropriation for car fare and 
bicycle allowance was increased from 
$100,000 to $170,000.

them. 
The 
convention 
met 
at 
IO 
o’clock and proceeded to the election 
of the following officers: 
President— 
Edward C. W estman, Chicago; 
vice­ 
president, Charles 
Dahlgren, 
Bureau 
county; secretary. W ill S. Hussander, 
Chicago; 
treasurer, A. L. 
Anderson, 
Cambridge. 
The committee on resolutions, com­ 
prising seven members, held a long ses­ 
sion at night and again in the morning. 
W hile all seven were pronounced Mc­ 
Kinley men, by a vote of 5 to 2 they 
decided it would be unwise to endorse 
any candidate, either for national ar 
state office. 
The 
resolutions reaffirm 
devotion 
and loyalty to republican principles; 
declare for the principle of protection 
to American labor, 
and 
urge 
upon 
Swedish-Americans 
everywhere 
the 
duty of taking an active interest in our 
political life. 
The resolution on Cuba 
is as follow’s: 
“Resolved, T hat we extend the hand 
of honest sym pathy to the struggling 
patriots of Cuba and th at we commend 
heartily the action taken by congress 
on this question. ‘The land of the free 
and the home of the brave,’ cannot 
view with dispassionate interest 
the 
effort of 
a yoke-ridden 
people 
of 
the western continent to obtain nation­ 
al sovereignty.” 
It was decided to hold the next con­ 
vention in Chicago, lim iting the time to 
one day. 
The banquet at the Nelson hotel in 
the evening was a fitting and jolly close 
to the convention of the league. Nearly 
200 members of the organization sat at 
the decorated tables, and listened to 
speeches from well known politicians 


Havana, Cuba, March 9, via Tampa, 
Fla., March l l .—Refugees 
from 
the 
country are bringing in stories of out­ 
rages and cruelty by Spanish troops. 
One of the worst is as follows: 
Don 
Pedro Rubio was the owner of the Gato 
sugar estate, near the town of Catalina, 
in Havana province. On the estate he 
lived 
w’ith 
his daughter, Amelia, 
a 
charm ing girl of 16 years, an infant 
son 2 years old. five servants and his 
plantation employes. 
During the recent 
skirm ishing 
of 
Maceo’s command in the neighborhood 
of Catalina the insurgent chief had en­ 
camped on the Gato estate. 
Hearing 
of a strong Spanish column under Col­ 
onel Hernandez, however, he left Senor 
Rubio’s land and went forward. Colo­ 
nel Hernandez’s vanguard came up be­ 
fore Maceo’s column was 
completely 
under way, and some skirm ishing fol­ 
lowed with the insurgent rear guard. 
Colonel Hernandez lost several men 
during this firing, and 
some of 
his 
troops became enraged after Maceo had 
marched away. 
P art of his command 
finally broke up into squads and began 
scouring the neighborhood. 
One such 
party advanced toward Senor Rubio’s 
house, firing upon it as they moved for­ 
ward. 
The terrified inm ates ran from 
place to place inside the house, seeking 
protection from the rifle fire behind 
portions of the house where the walls 
were thickest. 
Don Pedro Rubio, be­ 
lieving the troops must be attacking 
his home, supposing it to be held by 
rebels, stepped out boldly 
upon 
his 
porch, carrying in his arm s his little 
x>y. 
He took off his white straw’ hat, 
moved it toward the advancing line of 
troops and shouted to them : “Stop flr- 
ng. 
We are peaceful citizens, the in­ 
mates of the house aud none other. 
Do not fire again.” 
He had hardly spoken 
when 
the 
Mansur rifles came to a level again and 
another 
volley 
of 
bullets 
crashed 
against the front of the house. 
The 
troops were now firing at short range. 
W hen the smoke cleared away, Don 
'Pedro Rubio lay 
dead 
on 
his 
own 
threshold, and across his body lay his 
child, pierced through the thigh by a 
rifle ball. The troops still kept advanc- 
ng in a sort of skirm ish line and now’ 
they charged upon the house with fixed 
bayonets, as though about to take a 
fortress by assault. 
Amelia, seeing her father and brother 
fall pierced through and through, had 
given one shriek of agony and then 
desperately flung herself against the 
first soldier as he stepped across the 
threshold 
and 
entered 
the 
parlor. 
Butchers.” the girl cried, “you have 
killed my father.” 
The soldier lifted 
his rifle, with its sword bayonet, and 
thrust the 
knife-edged 
point 
clear 
through the girl’s arm as she held it 
up instinctively to protect herself. 
In 
the same moment he pulled the trigger 
and a rifle ball passed through the 
young girl’s breast. The five employes 
were killed after much the same fash­ 
ion. 
Amelia Rubio lived until the next 
day, when a surgeon from Jaruco am ­ 
putated her arm , but the girl died later 
in the day. The little boy, the sole sur­ 
vivor, may recover from his wound. In 
official reports their deaths were in­ 
cluded as among the rebel losses.

John rd. Thayer Is Dying. 
Lincoln, Neb., March ll.—Gen. John 
M. Thayer is dying at his home here, 
and his end is expected at any moment. 
He is about 70 years of age, and has re­ 
ceived more honors than any other man 
in the state. 
He was one of the first 
United States senators elected from Ne­ 
braska, was governor of Wyoming ter­ 
ritory one term, governor of Utah one 
term, governor of Nebraska tw’o terms, 
from 1887 to 1891, and served almost 
one year of Governor Boyd's term , ow­ 
ing to the strife over Bcyd s citizenship. 


Floods In Austria sad Germany. 
London, March ll.—A V ienna dis­ 
patch to the Standard says there has 
been a heavy snowfall for three days 
in Austria, followed by a sudden thaw, 
which has caused disastrous results. 
There have been floods in the Alpine 
districts of the Tyrol and in Bohemia, 
with avalanches and landslides on th© 
railways. 
It is feared th a t many lives 
have been lost. 
The Standard also has a dispatch 
from Berlin which reports extensive 
floods in the west and south of Ger­ 
many. 
The 
Rhine, 
Moselle, Saar, 
Maine and Neckar are all overflowed 
and have submerged a wide stretch of 
country, causing much damage. 
It is 
reported th at several lives have been 
lost.

Large Attendance and Lots of Enthusi­ 
asm at Des Moines. 
Des Moines, Iowa. March ll .—When 
the republican state convention met 
today, this city had more enthusiasts in 
the cause of party success than have 
gathered here at any previous state con­ 
vention. 
Single counties have sent as 
many as fifty representative men, so de­ 
cided is the interest in the convention. 
The four delegates-at-large are practi­ 
cally agreed upon. Gov. Drake will not 
be one of the delegates. He refuses to 
interfere with other candidates to whom 
he conceded the field earlier in the can­ 
vass. No formal platform will be adopt­ 
ed. The resolutions will be in the form 
of an address to the republicans of the 
country. 
Chairm an H. G.McMillan, of the state 
central 
committee, 
introduced 
Con­ 
gressm an J. P. Dolliver as tem porary 
chairm an. 
The four men who will be 
elected as delegates-at-large are Sena­ 
tor Gear, J. S. Clarkson, Congressman 
D. B. Henderson and Congressman W. 
P. Hepburn, although others are talked 
of. Many are in favor of selecting the 
delegates-at-large by acclam ation, as 
th at will show the unanim ity of 
the 
state convention regarding Senator All­ 
ison’s candidacy. The disposition every­ 
where is to do whatever is best for 
Iowa’s candidate without regard to per­ 
sonal or other interests or ambitions. 
The address which will be presented 
to the convention for adoption recites 
the public services of Senator Allison at 
considerable 
elngth. 
Mr. 
Allison’s 
known position in favor of sound money 
is set out and his policy of antagonism 
to gold or silver monometallism clearly 
crystallized into words. 
The address 
includes also a general resume of the 
principles of the republican party, and 
contains a paragraph relative to the 
foreign policy of the nation, favoring 
non-interference in foreign affairs, with 
the exception of the perfect defense ol 
Americans abroad. 
There will be no second-choice senti 
m ent expressed in the convention. They 
refuse to even consider the question ot 
a second choice, and whether specifical- 
y instructed or not the delegates to St. 
Louis will have instructions to stay by 
Hr. Allison w hether he wins or not. In 
three counties of the state only were 
second-choice resolutions adopted 
fa­ 
vorable to McKinley. 
The convention is held in 
Calvary 
tabernacle. It is called solely to select 
state and district delegates, and will fin­ 
ish its work in a day. 
Congressman 
Henderson will probably be the perm a­ 
nent chairm an of the convention.

bushels. 
Of this am ount 4.9 per cent 
is reported as coming over from 1894 or 
before. 
The proportion of w heat sold 
beyond county lines is 58.5 per cent. The 
tobacco crop of 1895 is found, after a 
special investigation, to have been 491,- 
544,000 pounds, an average yield of 775 
pounds per acre on 633,950 acres. Value 
of crop, $35,574,000.

You will never be in good health and 
never do your best work if your feet 
are constantly cold, says the Vocalist. | 
Grave diseases of the throat and lungs I 
are caused by cold feet alone and these 
troubles are always aggravated by a 
frigid condition of the lower extremi­ 
ties. 
If proper footwear does not give 
relief, consult a physician, for the j 
chances are the system is “ run down” 
and radical measures 
are 
necessary. 
In nine cases out of ten, however, the 
foot covering is to blame, either because 
of its shape or its material. 
Save in 
warm weather and for low cut shoes 
leather, as ordinarily 
prepared, 
has 
serious objections. 
It lacks two prime 
qualities— porosity and capacity for ab­ 
sorption— being 
in 
this 
respect 
too 
much like rubber. 
No foot can remain 
either comfortable or healthy if kept 
in a perpetual bath of its own emana­ 
tions and excretions. 
Leather, espe­ 
cially that of the more porous varieties, 
may be tolerated for the outside but 
for cold weather it should always he 
lined with woolen cloth, or better, with 
wool felt. 
In fact, for all cold climates 
where there is any winter a footgear 
and for winter wear in 
all 
climates 
made from all-wool felt approaches the 
ideal. 
According to modern notions 
any illness in one part of the body may 
he occasioned by some irritating cause 
far removed from the seat of the trou­ 
ble. 
Just how this is cannot always be 
clearly explained but that such con­ 
nection does sometimes exist is beyond 
dispute. 
In the matter under discus­ 
sion if the nerves Of the whole body are 
irritated by a tight shoe or the ex­ 
treme coldness of the extremities makes 
extra demand upon the blood supply 
there is neither nerve force nor blood 
enough left for other functions.
